Philadeiphia, Pa., May 15—[Special.]— 
Mrs. William Squier of Atco, N. J.. who a 
year ago last Christmas sent a thrill of 
pity through the country by her appeal for 
euthanasia for hopeless sufferers, today was 


pronounced cured of an intestinal tumor by . 


one of the leading surgeons and scientists 
of the country. 

Mrs. Squier’s story was printed on Christ- 
mas eve in 1912 It told of a woman suffer- 
ing tortures from an incurable disease who 
was under sentence of death, pronounced 
by physicians and surgeons, and who from 
what was supposed to be her death bed sent

Englewood League investigates 
26 Chinese Restaurants 
In Chicago. 
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BOTTLES, BUT NO LICENSES 


Closing Hour Ignored; Connections 
with Saloons and Rooming 
Houses Found. 


MAYOR ASKED TO AWAKEN POLICE 


> 


An investigation of twerity-six chop suey 
restaurants has been completed by the En- 
glewood Law and Order league. A large 
amount of data has been collected and com- 
piled and placed in the hands of Mayor Har- 
rison. 

The report shows that intoxicating liquors 
are sold illegally in many of the restaurants. 
Young girls and boys are supplied with beer 
and liquors at all hours of the morning. 
Many restaurants sell liquors without li- 
censes, Some are connected with hotels and 
cheap lodging houses. In nearly all the lew 
is violated in one way or another. 

The report was carried to the city hall yes- 
terday by W. E. Palmer, president, and John 
H. Lyle, secretary of the league, and placed 
in the hands of Charles Fitzmorris, Mayor 
Harrison's secretary. The mayor is asked 
to urge the chief of police to remedy condi- 
tions which lead to the ruination of young 
men and the downfall of many innocent girls 
who, seek chop suey restaurants as places of 
amusement rather than as dining rooms. 


Connected with Saloons, 

A totai of ninety-nine stalls and booths 

were found in the restaurants investigated. 
The investigators were given particular in- 
structions as to the tabulation of their in- 
formation. Seven restaurants were found 
over, or next door to, saloons, and four of 
these have doors leading tmto“the-wateuns:~ 
Sixteen serve liquors and ten of these have 
no license to collect for the drinks when 
served. One restaurant was found to have 
no city license. Five are connected by en- 
trance ways, with furnished rooms, flats, or 
hotels above them. 
The occasion for our inquiry.“ says the 
report, was a series of cOmplaints cover- 
ing the last four or five years, that often- 
times young girls and young men have gone 
to these places after dances late at night, 
and up to as late as 3 a. m., drank and ca- 
roused in private stalls and booths, and 
then gone tc hotels, where they spent the 
rest of the night together. Also liquors were 
being served up through ‘dummy’ waiters 
from saloons below; and liquors were being 
sold without licenses and after 1 o’clock a. m.; 
many of the chop suey restaurants contained 
private booths, stalls, and rooms. There 
were entrances to dance halls, hotels, and 
saloons from the restaurants, and in some 
places prostitutes sat at tables ostensibly 
as patrons, but in reality they were ‘ sitting 
for company.“ 

The investigation was conducted for the 


most part on the south side, and the report 


covers but a small portion of the numerous 
Chinese restaurants of Chicago. 


Sells Drinks Without a License. 


Joy King Lo company's restaurant at 204 
South State street was found selling drinks 
without a city license. Drinks are carried 
up from the saloon below in a dumb waiter. 
Checks are used in payment for drinks. 

Speaking of the Hung Fong Lo company’s 
place at 350 South State street, Mr. Lyle says: 

“At this place the president of our or- 
ganization, myself, and an investigator saw 
the waiters serving two young girls, appar- 
ently under age, from beer stored in an ice 
box. I called the proprietor’s attention to 
what we saw, and he said they just broughé4 
up about four dozen bottl t a time, in 
order to have it handy and not work the 
dummy elevator too much.” 

Hong Kong Lo's restaurant at 58 West 
Randolph street has a government license, 
but no city license. The waiters say they 
go out to a saloon across the street when 
a patron requests beer or liquor. 

“This is the claim of several chop suey 
restaurants we found to be serving from a 
stock of liquors kept in their own store- 
rooms,“ says the report.

At the Chop Suey several young couples 
were found drinking beer at 2:15 a.m. The 
restaurant has no license and is not located 
over a saloon. a 


Hing Sing Lo Booths. 

Quoting from the investigator's report of 
conditions at Hing Sing Lo's place, Mr. Lyle 
says: 

Nearly the entire floor space is arranged 
in a series of private booths with one table in 
each booth. There is a small open space 
about fifteen by eighteen feet which is gup- 
posed to be the main dining room, although 
it has but two tables which are seldom used. 
Furnishings rather elaborate, lights sub- 
dued. Main entrance on Halsted street; rear 
entrance or exit opens on stairway leading 
to Sixty-third street and to rear entrance of 
saloon. Intoxicating liquors are served. pay- 
ment required when drinks are served, not 
before. 

Printed wine list of saloon below on all 
tables, with benedictine, absinthe, and simi- 
lar cordials listed. Perhaps a dozen couples. 
Apparently heavy ‘gales of liquors. 

“The place fairly reeked with the odor of 
beer and liquors: m like a saloon than a

A close examination of the roadway failed 
to disclose the cause of the accident. The 
water in which Mr. Wakefield was drowned 
was but a few inches deep. The injuries in- 
curred in the accident appeared to have been 
only trivial scratches. Had he fallen a few 
feet to either side of the spot where he was 
found he would have escaped. 

The body was taken to Valparaiso. Mrs. 
Wakelfield is at Allegan, Mich., their summer 
home. Mr. Wakefield purchased his motor 
car on Monday and was on his way to join his 
wife last night. He was connected with the 
McKillip Veterinary school in Wabash ave- 
nue.

HAVE YOU SEEN THE COMET 
OVER THE LAKE HORIZON? 


New Sky Visitor First Seen by Prof. 
Kritzinger Appears as Long Cloud 
with Bright Patch in Center. 


We have a new comet in our cosmic midst. 
The sky visitor was discovered in March by 
Prof. Kritzinger of Keil, Germany, and has 
now become visible with low power telescopes 
in Chicago. 

According to Prof. E. E. Barnard of the 
‘Yerkes observatory at Williams Bay, the 
comet is 47,000,000 miles from the earth and 
115 000,000 from the sun. 

„Tre comet became visible late last night 
over the horizon of Lake Michigen, in the 
northeast sky. It appears as a long hazy 
cloud with a bright patch in the center. 

Prof. Barnard, who has made a series of 
observations and measurements of the new 
comet, yesterday gave out this statement: 

Today the comet is in the right ascension, 
19 hours arid 25 minutes. Its destination is 
north, 80 degrees and 82 minutes. Its motion 
is five minutes of time east and twenty-seven 
minutes north daily. 

“The position of the comet tonight is two 
degrees north of the second magnitude star 
Beta Cygni:and twelve and one-half degrees 
southeast of the bright star Zeta. Its bright - 
ness is eight and one-half magnitudes. It 
may be seen in the constellation Cygnus.”’ .

DEATH IN RIVER 


Oak Parkers in Daily Terror 
Lake Street Span May 
Collapse. 


CLIMAX OF POOR SERVICE. 


Hundreds cf patrons of the Oak Park ele- 
vated spend several minutes each day in 
fear of their lives. They say the daily terror 
is a climax of objectionable service they 
should not be compelled to endure. 

As the trains approach the Lake street 
bridge they alow down almost to a stop, then, 
seemingly creeping inch by inch, they crawl 
across the structure. The passengers, al- 
most without exception, notice the change, 
Those at the windows peer out and down. 
Below them they see the bridge being dis- 
mantled. Piles of material in the roadway, 
with groups of workmen here and there, 
convince them the structure is tottering. 
Their finger nails sink into the window sills 
and seats. 

Once on the regular structure of the ele- 
vated they -give sighs of relief, but the im- 
pression has remained with some so clearly 
that they have telephoned THE TRIBUNE to 
ask if the bridge is safe, to criticise the new 
delay, and condemn the service of the road 
in general. 


Familiar with Old Excuse, 

“We know by heart the old excuse that 
the road is in the hands of a receiver.“ said 
one of them yesterday, but we can see no 
reason for driving us to desperation because 
of that fact. 

„The service has been deteriorating for a 
long time. The old running time from Oak 
Park to the loop was thirty-two minutes, but 
one day recently, in the early afternoon, the 
run took forty-five minutes. A motorman 
said the orders were to run at that rate. In 
addition, we understand that some of the 
old stock of the Northwestern has been 
shunted off on our line because it is no longer 
good enough for the north side. 

„At night, when traffic is ight and better 
time easily could be made, the trains creep 
along at the regulation rush hour schedule— 
the slowest rate of speed of any Piste: 
line in the city. 

When our sufferings are e our 
complaints have been comparatively int re- 
quent; but the matter of this bridge is too 
much to pass over without comment.“ 


Calls It Safe. 

The city is endeavoring to carry out the 
orders of the war department for the con- 
struction of a new bridge without putting a 
stop the elevated cervice and Thomas G. 
Pihifeldt, engineer of bridges, told a reporter, 
the structure is absolutely safe. 

There's not a particle of danger,“ he said, 
“although the place would look dangerous 
to a man who is not an engineer. We are 
taking out the old abutments preparatory 
to putting in the new coffer dams, but the 
span has been strengthened so it's abso- 
lutely safe. 

We have instructed our motormen to 
run slowly,“ said Britton I. Budd, so as to 
reassure our patrons, but I' admit it seems 
to have the opposite effect on some of them. 
I’ve noticed them looking out of the Win- 
dows in a shaky sort of u way, but we are 
holding down the speed so they will not feel 
they are in danger. We don’t want them to 
think we are taking any chances.” 

Mr. Budd said that every effort is made to

No mention was made in the American

ZAPATA STRIKES 


AT HUERTA ARMY | 
| 


Federal Force Attacked a Few 
Miles from Mexico City, 
Report in Vera Cruz. 


CRISIS IN CAPITAL SEEN. 


Britons and Germans Prepare to 
Defend Themselves in Resi- 
dential Districts. 


Vera Cruz, Mex., May 15.—Credible private 


advices from Mexico City report that the 
Federals at Topilejo, eighteen miles south 
of the capital, were attacked yesterday by 
the Zapatistas. No details of the fighting 
were received. 

It is not considered that the activity at 
Toplilejo indicates any intention of a Zapata 
attack on the capital, as the reported agree- 
ment between Zapata and Villa to move 
jointly against Mexico City is credited here. 

The attack will serve, however, to compel 
Provisional Pres:dent Huerta to strengthen 
his southern line at the expense of the north- 
ern front or perhaps of the outposts toward 
Vera Cruz. 


„ Britons Ready to Resist. 

Word has reached lere toreshauowing the 
approach bf a critical moment in the capi- 
tal. British subjects from the interior, it 
is. stated, have been gathered in the concen- 
tration districts in the foreign res:dential 
quarters of Mexico City, where it was deter- 
mined long ago they would protect them- 
selves against whatever might arise. More 
British nationals are reported arriving by 
every train while others are hastening to- 
ward the coast. 

The Britishers are amply supplied with 
arms and ammunition despite earlier ru- 
mors that weapons had teen taken from the 
legation and from residents by order of Gen. 
Huerta. 

The German and Austrian defense organi- 
zation is also ready to stand a siege and those 
nationals, according to report, are being 
gathered. 

Apparently the feeling is general among 
all foyeigners {hat the next few days will see 
a tumult of revolt in the capital, since a move- 
ment into the districts was planned to occur 
only when the situation should become crit- 
ical and the adoption of a method of self- 
protection should become an absolute neces- 
sity. 


Says Rebels Can Expel Huerta. 

A prominent member of the British colony 
in Mexico City who arrived here today, says 
that the expulsion of Huerta from the city 
would be easy whenever the rebels desire 
to do it, as by cutting the Nexaca power line 
they would inevitably cause rioting in the 
capital and mutinies among the troops, forc- 
ing Huerta to flee. 

He adds, however, that while the rebels are 
unwilling to join forces with Hureta, they do 
not wish to have the capital thrown into a 
state of anarchy, which would make foreign 
intervention almost inevitable, owing to the 
large number of foréigners still remaining 
there. | 

The rebels, in his opinion, know that dras- 
tic measures to eliminate Huerta would cre- 
ate a situation that would inevitably react 
against all Mexicans. He expresses the view 
that the only reason why the rebels have not 


the hesitating policy has made them think 
that Washington does not intend to proceed 
further. 


Velasco Sent to San Luis Potosi. 

Gen. Velasco, who was defeated at Tor- 
reon with heavy loss, and was himself 
wounded, has been ordered out of the capital 
to assume the military governorship of San 
Luis Potosi. 

Many here regard the appointment as sig- 
nificant, since rumors have been current that 
Gen. Velasco is deeply involved in a military 
plot against Gen. Huerta. Velasco has not 
recovered trom his wounds and his friends 
say he ls in no condition to assume command 
in the field. 

After his return to the capital Velasco is 
reported to have reproached Huerta for his 


criticism of his chief was regarded by his 
friends as foolhardy and surprise was mani- 
fested that Velasco was not immediately 
imprisoned. 


Federal Gunboats Ufider Guard. 

The gunboats Zaragoza and Bravo, which 
were forced to abandon their stations at 
Tampico when the Federals evacuated that 
city, passed Vera Cruz late today. They had 
been followed south by the United States 
cruiser Tacoma and two torpedo boats.

REFUGEES BRING NEWS. 


Rebels Reported to Have Taken 
Monclova, Important 
Railroad Town. 


El Paso, Tex., May 15.—Word has filtered 
through the border through foreign refugees 
that one of the objects of the present visit of 
Gen. Venustiano Carranza, first chief of the 
Constitutionalists, to Durango, has not been 
attained. 

Gen. Carranza, it is said, hoped on this visit 
to smooth over the differences between the 
Arrieta brothers, Domingo and Mariano, and 
Gen. Francisco Villa. The Arrietas have in 
their command between 4,000 and 4,500 men. 

Refugees assert that it may become neces- 
sary for a part of Villa's army to march to 
Durango to assert the authority of the Con- 
stitutionalist chiefs over the Durango gen- 
erals and to restore order, which, it it said, 
has been indifferently enforced through- 
out Durango for many months. 


Monclova Occupied by Rebels. 

Juarez, Mexico, May 15.— Monclova, the 
last town held by the Federals on the Na- 
tional railway of Mexico, between Piedras 
Negras, opposite Eagle Pass, Tex., and Sal- 
tillo, has been occupied by Constitutional- 
ists under Gen. Francisco Murgia, according 
to a message from Gen. Murgia received to- 


day. 


Tuxpan, in Oil Fields, Taken. 

Vera Cruz, May 15.—Tuxpan, in the oil 
flelds south of Tampico, has been evacuated 
by the Federal garrison and occupied by the 
Constitutionalists. 

The Federals, 500 strong, on receiving word 
yesterday of the approach of the Conetitu- 
tionalists went out to meet them. They were 
overwhelmed by the 2,000 Constitutionalists, 
however, and scattered to the hills.

HERE were many difficulties before 
these young people, who proposed to 


$2.50 each per week. It was hard t 
transform an old lodging house, such as 
they were able to lease, into an attrac- 
tive dwelling, and in the difficult art of 
household finance they were quite inex- 
perienced. n 

But the genius of Miss Robertson, 
which has guided the clubs so wonder- 
fully all through the years, early showed 
itself; Today, despite the steadily in- 
creasing cost of living, pleasant living 
rooms and good board (except week day 
luncheons) are furnished at from $3 to 
$5.50 per week, the differences in price 
being due entirely to differences in 
rooms. 

But a member of an Eleanor club is 
given a great deal more than her ‘room 
and board. A part of the ground floor of 
each clubhouse is occupied with large 
drawing rooms and libraries furnished 
with perfect taste, but at such moderate 
cost that any club girl may well use them 
as a model for he: own future home. 
Here parties, lectures, concerts, and Sun- 
day morning services are held, attend- 
ance at all of which is voluntary. 


: — 

HE affairs of each house are in 

charge of the house officers, chosen 
by the girls themselves, who make their 
own house rules and are genuinely self- 
governing. Real. supervision, but super- 
vision of a very motherly sort, is fur- 
nished by the house superintendent, who 
is employed by and derives her gentle 
authority from the Eleanor association, 
of which Miss Robertson is president. 

The offices of this association are at 
37 South Wabash avenue. Connected 
with them are the charming rooms of 
the Central Eleanor club. This is not 
a residence club like the others. For a 
fee of $1 per year active membership ls 
granted to business and professional 
women and girls, who find there a con- 
venient place to re&t or meet friends at 
noon, before the theater, or on Sunday 
afternoons. More than 500 women and 
girls are now enrolled and the club is 
about to enlarge its quarters. 

In 1909 the Eleanor camp was estab- 
lished at Lake Geneva. Here on a pice 
turesque ten acre site are sleeping tents, 
dining hall, kitchen, ete., for 100 camp- 
ers. Last year 600 girls enjoyed outings 
here at a cost of from $3.75 to $4.75 per 
week.

HE total disbursements of the El- 

eanor association for 1913 were 880, 
000. Approximately 3,500 young women 
have been associated with the Eleanor 
organizations during the year. The total 
for the last fifteen years runs into the 
tens of thousands. Offers of large gifts 
have been made the association at vari- 
ous times, but they have been declined 
on the ground that Eleanor girls are not 
objects of charity. 

However, the association has funds 
which are at the disposal of the clubs 
band which make possible economies and | 
service that the limited means of the 
girls alone could not secure. But inter 
est is paid by the girls on all such in- 
vested funds. The clubs pay 5 per cent 
on money invested in clubhouse furniture, 
However, this interest money is used as 
a “helping hand fund to. relieve club 
girls who are in need of clothing, medi- 
cal care, or education.

HAT Mr. Masefield should have turned 
his attention to Roman history and 
written a play in prose entitled THE 
TRAGEDY OF POMPEY, THE 
GREAT,” comes as a surprise. But 

f& would be a dull world indeed if it were not 
for its surprises, and one opens the pages 
‘vith sufficient expectation, although the 
theme is not one—to put it mildly—to prick 
the imagination. 

The first thing that arrests the eye is not 
the hammering emphasis of the prose lines, 
but a new system of punctuation. The text 
contains neither colons, semi-colons, dashes, 
mor exclamation points. It is frugal to mi- 
gerliness in the matter of commas. It has 
to do with periods only, and it must be con- 
fessed that this use of the full stop at all in- 
termediate points of phrasing gives to the 
speeches a certain dynamic, dramatic force 
which they could not have attained by other 
means. To illustrate:

Domitius to Pompey: Tou killed my 
brother when you were a young man. For 
that I swore to tear your heart out. You 
dined with me once, twenty years ago. ‘You 
will not remember. I put my hand upon 
your shoulder. I had a knife in my other 
hand. I could have stabbed you to the heart. 


* And there you would have died, Magnus, be- 


fore my old Marian friends. But I saw: that 
you were a better man than my brother. 
Something you said. I saw that you were 
what Rome wanted.

To be sure, the imposition of this blunt and 
rugged style upon each character in the book 
creates an effect of monotony, but it does 
not greatly matter. The play is episodic and 
delineatory. It exploits the patient, endur- 
ing, withholding and constructive character 
of a man whose “watchful waiting" and 
whose confidente in the gratitude and nobil- 
ity of others proved his undoing. It presents

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Alaska on Dog Sled.

OW that we are approaching warm 
weather, a book that has the snow 
and ice of Alaska for its background 
sheuld be particularly attractive. 

Such a book is “TEN THOUSAND 
MILES WITH.A DOG SLED: 4 ‘Narrative 
of Winter Travel in Interior Alaska,” by 
Hudson Stuck, archdeacon of the Tukon 
(Scribner). Archdeacon Stuck some time 
ago wrote a book, published by the same 
house, called The Ascent of Denali,” by 
which he meant Mount. McKinley. 
present book ig an account of his travels on 
sleds through Alaska in the winter time, and 
it is a plea for the natives of Alaska, that 
they be not wantonly destroyed off the face 
of the earth.” There are too many who 
wiew with perfect equanimity the destruc- 
tion of the natives that is now going on, 
and look forward with complacency to the 
time when the Alaskan Indian’ shall have 
ceased to exist. 

“A measure of real protection,” writes 
the archdeacon must be given the native 
communities against the low down whites 
who seek to intrude into them and build 
habitations for convenient resort upon occa- 
sions of drunkenness and debauchery, and 
some adequate machinery set up for sup- 
pressing the contemptible traffic in adul- 
terated spirits they subsist largely upon 
The licensed liquor dealers do not them- 
selves sell to Indians, but they notoriously 
sell to men who notoriously peddle to In- 
dians, and the suppression of this illicit com- 
merce would materially reduce the total 
sales of liquor.“ 


-~o- 

When the writer of this book speaks of 
Alaska he means the intérior, through which 
he has traveled almost continuously during 
the last eight years. The archdeacon knows 
what it is to suffer from the cold, for he 
writes: Under Providence, I owe it to the 
mukluks I wore tied tight round my knees 
that I did not loose my life, or at least my 
feet. The thermometer at Circle City stood 
at 60 degreés below zero at dark that day, 
and down on thé ice it is always about 50 
degrees colder than on the bank, because 
cold air is heavy air and sinks to the lowest 
level, and 65 degrees below zero means 97 
degrees below freezing. 

„My moose hide breeches froze solid the 
moment I scrambled out, but not a drop of 
water got to my feet. If the water had 
reached my feet they would have frozen 
almost as quickly as the moose hide in that 
fearful cold. Thoroughly alarmed now, and 
realizing our perilous situation, we did the 
only thing there was to do—we turned the 
dogs lo and abandoned the sled, and went 
back along the trail we had followed as fast 
as we could. We knew that we could safely 
retrace our steps and that the trail would 
lead us to the bank after a while. We knew 
not where the trail would lead us in the 
other direction. As a matter of fact, it led 
to the mail cabin, two miles farther on, and 
the mail carrier was at that time occupying 
it at the end of his day's run.“

A man cannot go 10,000 miles with a dogs’ 
sled without knowing about dogs, and Arch- 
deacon Stuck has a good deal to say about 
the Alaskan dogs that do such wonderful 
work over snow and ice. On the subject of 
“The Interbreeding of Dogs and Wolves,” 
the archdeacon says: 

Here it may be worth while to say a few 
words abbut the general belief that dogs in 
Alaska are interbred with wolves. That the 
dog and the wolf havea common origin there 
can be no doubt, and that theyswill inter- 
breed is equally sure, but diltgent inquiry on 
the part of the writer for a number of years, 
throughout all interior Alaska, amongst. 
whites and natives, has failed to educe one 
authentic instance of intentional interbreed- 
ing, has failed to discover one man who 
knows of his own knowledge that any living 
dog is the offspring of such union. 

‘‘ While, therefore, it is not here stated 
that such cross breeding has not taken piace, 
or even that it does not take place, yet the 
author is satisfied that it is a very rare 
thing indeed, and that the common stories 
of dogs that are half wolf’ are fabulous.”

Any one who likes to read of travels and 
out of the way countries, particularly where 
there is no end of hardships, will find Arch- 
deacon Stuck’s book all he can ask for. 
There will not be very many who will be 
tempted by it to brave an Alaskan winter, 
but there are others who will for the spirit 
of adventure, for countries where th: cli- 
mate is either over-cold or over-hot abound, 

Even women are tempted by the prospect 
of hardships, for up in this remote corner 
of the world Archdeacon Stuck found Miss 
Annie Cragg Farthing, who died suddenly 
a short time ago, a martyr to her devotion 
to the Alaskan children.

Denver, Colo., May 15.—Louis Tikas, James 
Fyler, and Frank Rebino, Ludlow strikers, 
were shot and Killed on the night of: April 
20 while running from the military lines 
toward the burning tent colony, directly in 
the line of fire between the militia and strik- 
ers, according to testimony of Sergt. P 
N. Cullom and Private Frank M. Mason to- 
day at the trial of Maj. Patrick J. Hamrock, 
before the general court ‘martial. 

The strikers had been taken prisoners, said 
the witnesses. Tikas had been turned over 
to Sergt. Cullom by Lieut. K. E. Linderfelt 
with the statement that he (Cullom) would 
be held responsible for the safety of the 
strike leader. Cullom declared that he called 
upon Privates Mason and Pacheco to aid him 
in getting the prisoners to the station. The 
prisoners eacaped when the soldiers sought 
cover under fire. 


Were in Front of Tikas. 

Both Cullom and Mason testified they were 
in front of Tikas when the strikers opened 
fire on the troops, and that they could not 
get back to him without facing the rifle 
fire. 

The identity of the custodiahs of Fyler and 
Rebino was not brought out. 

Frank Zimmer, a member of the machine 
gun platoon, told of alleged threats made 
by women of the tent colony against him- 
self and a party of soldiers. 

„Iron and steel and the bayonet are the 
means by which to rule the striking coal 
muners, according to statements of the 
Rev. H. M. Pingree of the Asbury Methodist 
church, in a speech made at a meeting of the 
Women's league for maintaining law and 
order and the suppression of anarchy, held 
today in the Brown Palace hotel.

It seemed probable yesterday the county 
commiseioners will reach an agreement Wim 
the Illinois Training school regarding ie 
nursing service at the county hospital. 

Representatives of the school and Assistant 
State’s Attorney Case spent the day discuss 
ing a form of contract, on which the attorney 
suid he believed there was an agreement 
except upon one point. The board of man- 
agere will meet today to decide whether they 
will accept the contract offered. 

On the other hand certain commissioners 
appear to be planning ea battle upon the train- 
ing school. But their number is so small . 
their activity probably will be Mmited to talk. 
They have been conferring with Dr. Fran 
Deacon, president of the lilinois State Asse- 
ela tion of Hospital Managers, who isreported 
to have promised to supply the coupty hos- 
pital with. 200 nurses next Tuesday if the 
Illinois Training school is shoved out. More 
than 300 nurses are required-at this senseo 
of the year. 


Advertises for Nurses. 

An appeal for “ nurses immediately in prob 

able emergency for the largest public hem ~- 
pital in Chicago” was made by Dr. Deacon 
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There is no doubt the county hospital is 
the largest public hospital in Chicago,” so 
there can be no uncertainty regarding the 
identity of the institution in which Dr. Dege 
con expects a “probable emergency?’ 

Dr. Deacon recently admitted he desires 
to supply the nursing service at the county 
hospital. He urged that the county comnis- 
sioners advertise for bids, 


Details of Proposed Contract. 

‘The contract proposed by Assistant State's 
Attorney Case provides the training school 
shall supply one-fifth as many nurses, attend- 
ants and orderites as there are patients ip 
the hospital, reckoned on the daily average 
fora month. The School is permitted to sup- 
ply fifteen less employés without penalty, or 
ten more. For the service the county is te 
pay $45.85 a month per cmployé. 

The school is obligated under the contract 
ag drafted to supply sixty-five graduate 
nurses at least and not more than 
attendants. The school is penalized $5 a day 
for each graduate nurse regularly employed 
it fails to supply the hospital under the min- 
imum, $3 a day for each other graduate nurse, 
$2 for each pupil nurse, and 50 cents for each 
attendant or orderly. 
It $45.85 a month is the actual cost of the 
service, which the school represents, and ne 
one questions, conditions are liable to grise 
under this form of contract by which the 
schoo] will be forced to perform the service 
for less than cost. 


School Faces Possible Loss, 

To illustrate: Suppose 300 nurses are re- 
quired next month and thirty of the gradu- - 
ate nurses are ill for thirty days with aus- 
eases contracted from patients in the hos- 
pital while performing their duties. 
seven nurses were Ill with diphtheria at 
one time two years ago. With 300 nurses 
at work the school would receive $13,170" |
